a single without a contract.The band decided to accept this offer 
aim declined the offer by Radical Change,whose distribution and 
presoing company had demanded that they sign a 5 year contract. 

Pax Records is a label set up by Marcus Featherby who had helped 
revive the oheffield 'scene' virtually single handed.He organised 
gigs at the Harpies club there and eventually set up the label.So 
far records have been released by a range of bands including 
Artery,the Hau-Maus,Danse Society,Cabaret Voltaire,Xtract and 
eventually Anti-System.There is no company statds at Pax,it is 
simply the band and Marcus,no middle—men or anything. 

To date Anti-System have done about 12 gigs,including a couple 
with the Subhumans and the Kau-Maus,and recently they did t^o- in 
one day. The first was in the afternoon at Bradford Open Ai^Free 
Festival.This wts a great success as about 3000 people turned ud 
and the event went smoothly and trouble free.It gave the band a~ 
chance to get through to r a bigger audience because better known 
bands like Skeletal Family and the 3 Johns were playing,In the 
evening they played in Nottingham with Disorder,Potential threat 


and Cobra,an Italian band.

These days the animal rights organizations are often in the news,thef*# 
get loads of media attention and publie sympathy,And rightly so,they do 
a good job in increasing publio awareness and harassing the culprits,But 


which go for direct action and stop at nothing to aohiere their objeotives^ 
are they right in their approach and do they do any good?Tes,I would ag- 
-ree with them and yes,they do do a lot of good|every animal saved from 
any form of suffering is a victory,But,it is right to go about indiscrim¬ 
inately rescuing and releasing animals ?No it is not and I would like to 


bring a few cases to point,A year or two ago,a liberation organisation^ 
don't know which one)released several hundred tropical butterflies being 


kept by a Liverpool laboratory,Result,a total waste of time,these tropical 
animals almost certainly died very quickly in our olimate.They would Have 
been better off where they were. 

The second case involves mink farming.Obviously this is a bloody awfbl 
occupation,used to brutally satisfy the pointless cravings of the rioh, 
and. it should be stamped out immediately,But to what lengths must we go 
to stop it ?There are several oases of mink farms being raided and animals 
being released.Another victory you might think,Bui no,the mink is not a 
native of this country but it settles down well in the wild and it is alBo 
a savage and voraoious carnivore,VJhen released mink settle on a stretch of 
British riverside thats tHe end for the other inhabitants,The vicious mink 
either kill them or drive them out.Thm result being,that a mink infested 
riverbank contains no otters,no ducks or other waterfowl,no witer rats,no 
kingfishers and a great reduction in the numbers of fish.The mink take over 
and in many places are considered a pest(although in many plaoes this is 
due to escapes rather than deliberate releases.Can we justify saving one 
animal at the expense of our own wildlife! 

Finally,there is an establishment in a northern city where over 100 ven¬ 
omous snakes are kept for experimentation,I have been asked not to reveal 
the location as their have been threats from animal rights groups to braAk 
in and release them,If this happened there would probably be a great out- 
-cry and people would die as this collection consists of cobras,rattle- 
-snakes and various deadly Afrioan vipers,Even if the group concerned only 
liberated the snakes and just looked after them there would still people 
getting bitten,unless the group have an experienced poisonous snake hand¬ 
ler which is unlikely,Incidentally,the reason I'm stioking up for this 
particular research establishment is that I feel the animals are being kept 
for a good cause,namely collection of venom to be Blade into antiserum and 
research into other cures,Snake bite still kills thousands every year in 
the tropics and work such aB this helps to prevent human, suffering.

The Station in Gateshead, is & similar venue to the Bunker in Sund- 
-erland,a semi-derelict,graffiti covered black hole with no rules 
and no rulers .With no authccrity present, the atmosphere in a venue 
of this type is less tense and much freer and a gig,any gig is 
more exciting, 

I missed the first band,THE FIEND,although after hearing their 
tracks on the Still Dying tape and seeing, their stupid 'axed to 
death* logo,I wasnt too bothered,Apparently they'd been.dogged by 
sound problems anyway.Unfortunately,so were PUBLIC DISTURBANCE and 
they were little more than a wall of ndise.Strongly in the Discharge 
mould(they even played 'Realities of war')I think they could be 
quite impressive through a decent PA, 

It was now time for the pub, so we missed another band(ltorbid hum- 
-our,it said on the tickets)but we arrived back in time to see the 
ABDUCTERS.lt was the first time I'd heard this band and now that 
the PA was sorted out,they were simply brilliant,Sounding a bit 
like early Anti Pasti they churned out some great powerhouse tunes 
and I just can't wait to hear the demo.
